The Nazis, who recently scored their greatest 


triumph by belDg able to abow higher cards in a 
showdown than France, Great Britain and Russia 
could show, are Infuriated by evidence they fright­ 
ened the world into an lotenaifled armament race. 


They’ve cause to be uneasy. Their protests adver­ 
tise this significant fact about their situation: That 
during the September crisis Germany experienced a 
sharp rise in circulation of currency—a foretaste 
of the ruinous inflation It would be unable to pre­ 
vent in case of an actual war. The country’s econom­ 
ic system could not withstand a major shock. 


The Nails have built their foreign policy on the 


assumption that nations whose opposition they will 
incur as they build a new German empire cannot 
make their opposition effective. They have made 
the fatal error of pre-war German leadership, they 
have refused to see that the rise of a strong Ger­ 
many makes Inevitable the creation of strength 
aufficient to overwhelm, or at least to balance, Ger­ 
man strength.

Throughout the country farmers whose Ioann on 
almost 48,000.000 bushels are due Nov. I debato-J th© 
advantages of defaulting and giving their corn v» th" 
government or renewing th© loans. 
W ith prices lowest in almost five years, som© 
farmers already have turned their grain over l» thp 
government. 
Loans on corn under seal in 
cribs 
averaged 48.6 cents a bushel. The Chicago rrwrk"' 
price is around 44 cents while on the farm carn is 
selling from 33 to 38 cents. 
Statisticians estimated th© volume of grain on 
which loans have been made has current market 
value approximately |7,500,OOO less than the Basta! of 
th© loan. 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration officials 
have voiced the belief most farmers would renew 
loans at 57 cents a bushel but they have set up head­ 
quarters here to direct the flow of com delivered to 
th© Commodity Credit Corp. 
To retire a loan the farm er must pay til© face 
amount plus interest or deliver the corn. To accept 
a new- loan farmers either must find new storage 
space for their 1938 crop or sell th© latter on th" 
market. Loan rates for 1938 corn were expceXed to 
be higher than they were a year a*o. 
Corn turned over to the government, said ofiicials 
of th© Commodity Credit Corp., could be sold either 
to farm ers at prices based on current m arket condi­ 
tions or to the federal Surplus Commodity Carp. for 
relief distribution, or it could be stored for ev'cntual 
merchandising as part of th© ever-normabgj'snarv 
program. 
Purchasers of corn from the government may n"t 
offer it for resale but must consume it.

Rate Of Movement Rises 


Throughout Body

j H E E L A S T IC IT Y Of tho arteries 
I 
ha? a groat part in m aintain­ 
ing an efficient c irculation of blood. 
lf th'j thrust of the heart beat alone 
had to send tho blood to every Pa’*| 
of the body, the pressure required 
would be two or three times what 
it is. But the heart throws its load 
of blood out into a set of clastic 
tubes. 
These first expand with the 
initial impulse and then grasp the 
column of blood, contract down on 
it and send it further along its 
course in a smooth way. 
I say “ in a smooth way” because 
this arterial pressure on th* 
col­ 
umn of blood distributes it to all 
the tissues under Just enough pres­ 
sure so that in the thin-walled cap­ 
illaries it is moving rapidly enough 
to deliver its energy and oxygen 
load with the greate-t efficiency. 
The elastic pressure of the ar­ 
teries keeps up even during the 
rest period (diastole) cif the heait, 
■so that the blood flow- In the capil­ 
laries is even and continuous. 


Speed Varies 
lf we could watch the rate of 
■ ' .hi 
Low in 
a single tube, we 
^vould see the blood in the big a r­ 
teries near the heart rushing past 
at the rate of about a foot a second, 
and then gradually slowing down 
until in the capillaries it is going 
at a rate of about half an inch a 
second. 
When the elasticity of th© arter­ 
ies is reduced, high blood pressure 
results. 
The physiologists tell us 
that there are only two possible 
causes of increased blood pressure 
— increased output of th*' 
heart, 
and 
increased 
peripheral 
1 , si st - 
anre. In clinical high blood pr s- 
*umk in man. there i? no prim ary 
increased heart output, so the cause 
must be increased peripheral resist­ 
ance. This increased resistance is 
probably clue to tile- decreasing elas­ 
ticity of the arterial walls, 
lf the 
-walls of the arteries can no longer 
distend to accommodate the thrust 
of the heart beat, there is automat­ 
ically increased resistance. 


Helpful Adjustment 
High 
blood 
pressure 
simply 
means that the pressure inside the 
arterial tube is higher. 
And. obvi- 
ously, high blood pressure in man ! 
is a compensatory and helpful ad- j 
iustment. The circulation must be 
maintained if life is to be main­ 
tained. 
W hen the arterial walls 
•were elastic it was maintained at a I 
lower level.
